Allegations bar# been received by the Coanleslon to 
the effect that Lee Harv 4 y Osvald vas an undercover agent for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation or the Central Intelligence Agency 
prior to the eesaselnatton of Pre.ldeot Kennedy on Bovenber 22, 
1963. Thli neaorandus rsrlevg these allegation, and suanarires 
the action taken to dateby the Cceai.Blon. 

On Wednesday, January 22, 1964, I received a telephone 
call from Waggoner Carr, Attorney General of Texas. Mr. Carr state: 
that he had received on a confidential basis an allegation to the 
effect that Lee Harvey Oswald vas an undercover agent for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation since September of 1962 and 
that he had teen paid $200.00 a month from an acc ount designated 

Mr< Carp lasted that this allegation vas in the 
hands of the press and defense cotinsel for Ruby and suggested 
that his information case ultimately from District Attorney Henry 
Wsde, although be stated that he had not discussed this matter 
directly with Wade. 

After a discussion vith the Chairman of the Cosmtiosion 
and Mr. Leon Jevorski, I contacted Attorney General Carr. I asked

On tbs evening of Friday, January 24, 1964, a member 
of my staff was informed by representatives of Secret Service 
that Allan Sweatt, Chief of the Criminal Division of the 
Sheriff's office in Dallas, had been Interviewed regarding 
the allegations made in Secret Service Report Ho. 767. 

According to this oral report, Sveatt stated that he received 
the allegation from Mr. Alexander in District Attorney Vade'e 
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office. Be alto aisntioasd Houston Post reporter Itudkins as 
a source of the information. When Sveatt was informed that 
the mofibar In a siJAilar allegation was 179 rather than 172, 
aa he had indicated initially, Sveatt indicated that -he would 
accept 179 aa the correct number. Secret Service Inspector 
Kelley ezpreseed his viev that Budkina vaa not very reliable, 
baaed on prerioue unfounded reports which he had furnished to 
Secret Service. 
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
